2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The present 
claims teach a weight to volume ratio of salt in the fluid which Is greater than that of the 
prior art of record. The closest prior art of Van Ooyen fails although teaching weight to 
volume ratios close to those of the present invention, do not teach or suggest a reason 
for increasing above the disclosed values. As noted by applicant, significant 
experimentation would be required to amve at these high density compositions, which 
would not be an obvious routine to one of ordinary skill in the art.
